THE OPERATIONS AT WEIBAIWEI. 


CAPTURE OF JAPANESE SCOUTS. 
ATROOITIES BY THE CHINESE. 


(From a Naval Correspondent.) 
.  Weihaiwei,. February 16, 

Iam uot able to give you any definite 
information about the'present position here, 
tnd probably befora thia letter reaches you 
the nowa of the capitnlation—of. Weihniwei, 
that is ‘of tho Leland of Leulungtau and of, 
tho remnants of the Chinese feet, will baye 
been telegraphed to you from other sources. 
At tho samo time it might intores$ you if I 
redonnted some of the experiences wo have 
had up bore and of the dotails of the jight- 
ing on'land and sea which we have heard 
from the Foreign aitachés with the Japancae 
army. or have witn¢bsed ourselves, The 
whola of the attachés and the majority of 
the Foroign War Oorrespondents aré with 
Field-Morshal Oyatn’a atoff, and every fa- 
oility ia given them to witness the operations 
on the field, So far as Ihave been able to 
.asoortain, no harm has come to. any of the 
foreigaora with the Japanese ; but Surgeon- 
ol. Taylor and Lieutenant Ogilvie (Flag 
Lieutenant to Admiral Sir E. Fremantle) 
had a very narrow shave while overlooking 
the assault upon the eastern forts at, Wei- 
haiwoi. Thoy wore ptanding on a hill eome 
distance off whone shell from oneol the 
Chinese battleships landed at uncomfortably 
rolose quarters,.so they were obliged to seek 
alesa exposed and more comfortabla: situa. 
tion during thé réstof"the fighting, 

Going back to the landing of the Japanese 
troope on the Shantung Promoutory, which 
T bad the opportunity of. witnessing at 
Yungehing, [ must eay ‘that I wos very 
much.struck with the precision with whiol 
the movements were carried out and the 
Sompleteness of the arrangements,  Every- 
thing was done like olookwork, There was 
bo undue excitement, not even the’ tualle 
that one would imogtue at the landing of a 
large army in a hostile country, I shers 
with: other foreigners who. bad“ the op- 
portucity” ‘of witnendag - the: landing,: 
aad the “march end assault upon 
Weihuiwel, in the admiration: for Japa 
hese goneraleHip and the endurance and 
Gisolpline of the mon, It was mognificent, 
For movy days and nights they hed’ to 
march in the fade of driving snowstorms, 
with the groutid: covered with enow, abd {a 
20 degrees gt frost, and yet they bore fe atl 
nogridgingly and.with: the- greatest fortl- 


of into asfely, If wasa daring thing to 


which wes utiliand for scouting sud videlte 
duth: The men showed the greatest eonsi- 
deratien for their ponics, and not one was loat 
in thé debarkatiog, Thehumauetrentmentes, 
the natives of the country was very notice- 
able. Whorever the Japanese’ army went 
tha'men were kept in hand with the great- 
gab onse;-nd as soon ae the: natives found 
that they wera not to bo ill-treated thoy 
canie and offered their servives to the Japa 
for ‘tracaport. purposes, ” For all sersicas 
rendered they ara invariably well paid. 

= “We were lying in Yuugobing Bay on ths 
evening of the 15th January when wo heard 
hesvy- ficing, It was blowing very stiff on 
the Satardsy, 26th, and on the morning of 
the 27th whon we steamed round to Weihni- 
wei after tlie Japanese squadron —whioh had 
Lifted anchor of 2 a.m.—it wos blowing « 
hard N, W, gale and there was a high sca 
aunning, We pasted Ave Japanese’ torpodo 
boats coming of night patrol at the entrances 
to Weihaiwei. We wers constantly losing 
sight of them.betweon the waves, but they 
appraredto be fairly dry for,terpedo boats 
in such a sea, Cur forccastle was a mass of 
ico, and the seas wore coming over our quar. 
tera on. to tho-quartor_deck. It waafine. 
weather overhead, with hard frost, At noon 
tliat dey we passed quite olose to Weihaiwoi ; 
all was quict, and Admiral Ting was flying 
his flag onthe Chenyuen (or Tingyuen) as 
nenal, 

Those ‘who witnessed the attack on tho 
land forts spenk highly ‘of the Japa, 
Their courage in ossaulting carthworks 
whioh . should, hava been impregnable 
~—T have acon them for myeelf—was simply 
‘marvellous, When the.. infantry had 
got’ within 900 yards of the Enstera forts 
the Chiness bolted. Thoro was soma 
fightiag, and. the Japs had.a few mon 
killed and many wounded, but aa I have said 


| if theChinese had had the pluok to defend 


tho corthworks forall they wero worth; they 
might have been holding out yet. Tho 
spectaols of the advance was not ao grand 
asmight haye been expected. Regardless 
of the mines which protested the approaches 
to the forts, about 200 yards distant, tho in- 
fantry odvanced with steady precision, 
Theae mines were useless in-the-hands—of- 
the Chinese,” Off they souttled towards tho 
weatera forte'and Chefoo without so much 
ag pulling the strings to blow up the mines. 
There were two great explosions in the east- 
ero forts, lint they appear to have ben 
harmless so far as injary to tho Japancgp is 
concerned. Butio these forts only a few 
of the larger and more deadly guns were 
left in position, and these were afterwards 
utilised by the Japs for attacking the Chi- 
nego fleet, Tho greatost lose of tho Japan- 
ese appearsto baye been from the fire of 
theironslads on bodies of men advancing 
upon the most southerly of the three eastorn 
forts. On that occasion the perfoetion of 
tho Japanese ambulance corps wae admir- 
ably shown, Whon tho groand was 
strowed with dead and wounded the 
stretoher corps moved about uoder fire with 
remarkable coolness, and removed the 
wounded as if by magia to the Field Hospi- 
tals, stopping even within gun range to 


-| give ‘ firet aid’ to the more seriously wound. 


ed. 

Throughout the whole of the operations 
against Weihaiwei, one thing that was no- 
ticeable to us in the Forciga’sbips was the 
great careexercised by the Japaneses com- 
mander, Admiral Ito, to preserve his larger 
ships feom sericus danger. Only the amaller 
ships took active part in the bombardment 
a0 far aswo wonld soc, 48° a general rule, 
‘This was a yery judicious policy to pursue, 
On the Japanese fleet depends the asfety of 
the Japanese armies in Shantang and’ 
the. men af Port Arthuragd the armies in 
Mavchuris. But of oven greater importance 
is it for the ullimate protection of Japan it. 
self should tho present struggle on, Chinese 
soil go-against them. Ido not think that 
is at all likely now, butit was Admiral Ito's 
-duty to preserve his beat fighting ships to co- 
ver the retreat of the land forces should that

On the 2nd February the snowstorm aon- 
tinued. While we were lying here the Por- 
poise came in from Chemulpo. She was 
covered with ice and presented 2 pretty ap- 
pearance--froated Jikes:a Christmas card.

On the following: morning (Sunday), the 
Japanese inshore aquadzon stood in forthe 
forts on the castera end of the Island, with 
ensigns at mastheads, . They. engaged the 
forta, and shots were freely exchanged on 
both sides, Noarly all the shots from the 
forts splashed in the water, and I saw only 
ono shot take effect on any of the Japaneie 
ships, I could not exe so-well what: the 
Japanese hit on tho Intend; The Porpoise, 
which is pretty well known to the Obiuese, 
aod therefore not likely to be fired upon, 
stood close inshore to have a‘ lookese’ and 
signalicd that the Western forts on. the 
Maisland had Japanese flaga‘on them but” 
djd not appear to bo manned. Probably 


the ammunition or guns, or both, had been | 


deatroyed . by the Ohinese before they 
evacuated them,! ‘Lho British ships about 
the vicinity of Weihaiwoi at this time were 
Centurion, Holus, Gibrallar, Spartan, 
Porpoise; Severn, EZagar, and Alacrity. 

To-day (15th February) the Chiness flriga 
are still flying .on Liakungtou—fsing ot 
half-mast, we have been informed, for tho 
death of poor Admiral ‘Ting, who hus aasiat- 
ed himself out of a world of tribniations, 
A fing of truce has produced an. extra 
Sabbath celm and negotiations are in_pro- 
greos for the surrender of the place. What- 
ever the result, they have made a far 
pluokier fight here than at Port Arthur.

London; February 1.--Aa authorised re- 
port of the speech made by the Seardtary of | 
ate for India at the banquet to Lord Band- 
hurat st thé Imperial Institute on Wednes- 
day night has been published.
